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A  Bounty  of  ^  |ft  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  Importation  of  fuch  Fifo 
tal o^C^t'of  ,nto  ^  United  Kingdom,  there  fhall  be  paid  and  allowed  to  the  Im- 
fuch  Fifh  im-  porter  or  Proprietor  thereof,  a  Bounty  of  Three  Shillings  for  every  Quintal 
ported  /hall  be  or  Hundred  Weighc  of  fuch  Fifb,  and  fo  in  Proportion  for  any  greater  or 
Paid-  lefs  Quantity ;  which  Bounty  Ihall  be  paid  and  allowed  upon  the  following1 

Conditions,  that  is  to  fay,  Upon  the  Mailer  and  Mate  of  every  Ship  or 
Velfelin  which  fuch  Fifh  fhall  be  imported,  making  Oath  at  the  Port  of 
Importation  before  the  Collector  or  other  Principal  Officer  of  the  Cuftoms 
in  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Revenue  in  Ireland,  that  all  the  faid  Fifh  im- 
ported in  the  faid  Ship  or  Veffel  was  taken  and  cured  by  His  Majefty's 
Subjects  carrying  on  the  Fifhery  at  the  Ifland  of  Newfoundland  or  on  the 
Coafl  of  Labrador,  as  the  Cafe  may  be,  and  upon  fuch  Fifh  being  duly 
entered  and  regularly  landed  in  the  Pretence  of  the  proper  Officer  or 
Officers  appointed  for  that  Purpofe. 

Such  .Fifh  III.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Salted  Cod  Fifh

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VII.  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Bounty  hereby  granted  to 
the  Importers  and  Proprietors  of  Fifh  landed  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Ihould  be  extended  to  Filh  landed  in  the  Iflands  of  Guernfcy  and  Jerfey  ;  be 
it  therefore  enacted,  That  upon  the  Importation  of  the  like  Sort  of 
Fifh  into  the.  Iflands  of  Guernfcy  and  Jefcy  refpectively,  from  the  Ifland 
of  Newfoundland '.and  the  Coafl  of  Labrador ;  there  (lull  be  paid  and  allowed 
to  the  Importer  or  Proprietor  thereof,  the  like  Bounty  of  Three  Shillings 
for  every  Quintal  or  Hundred  Weight  of  fuch  Fifh,  and  fo  in  Proportion 
for  any  greater -or  lefs  Quantity,  which  Bounty  fhall  be  paid  upon  the 
following  Conditions,  that  is  to  fay,  Upon  the  Mailer  and  Mate  of  every 
Ship  or  Veflel  in  which  fuch  Fifh  fhall  be  imported,  making  Oath  at  the 
Port  or  Place  of  Importation  before  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Cufloms  there 
(which  Oath  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  adminifier)  that  all  the  faid  Fifh 
imported  in  the  faid  Ship  or  Veiled  was  cured  by  His  Majefly's  Subjects 
carrying  on  the  Fifhery  at  Newfoundland  and  Coafl  of  Labrador,  as  the 
Cafe  may  be,  and  hss  not  fince  been  landed  in  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland,  for  the  Purpofe  of  receiving  the  Bounty  payable  by  this 
Act  upon  fuch  Fifh  when  irrpoited  into  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  refpec- 
tively ;  and  aifo  upon  fuch  Fifh  being  examined  by  Two  indifferent  and 
difinterefled  Perfons  reliding  in  the  faid  Iflands  refpectively,  experienced  in 
the  Nature  of  fuch  Fifh,  appointed  for  that  Purpofe  by  the  Commiilioners 
of  His  Majefly's  Cuffoms  for  the  Time  being  in  England,  which  Perfons 
fo  appointed,  fhall  declare  upon  their  Corporal  Oaths,  to  be  adminiflered 
by  luch  proper  Officer  as  aforefaid,  whether  the  faid  Fifh  or  any  Part 
thereof  is  or  is  not  merchantable,  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  Fifh,  or  any  Part 
thereof  fhall,  upon  fuch  Declaration,  appear  not  to  be  merchantable,  no 
Bounty  fhall  be  allowed  or  paid  on  the  Importation  thereof. 

VIII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Salted  Cod  Fifh 
and  Salmon,  upon  which  the  Bcunty  above  mentioned  fhall  have  been 
paid  as  aforefaid,  may  neverthelefs  be  exported  without  being  fubject  to  the 
Repayment  of  the  faid  Bounty,  any  Thing  in  this  or  in  any  other  Adi  to  the 
contrary  in  anywife  notwithftandine. 
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IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  fuch  Bounty  fhall  be  under  the  Such  Bounty 
Management  of  the  Cornmiflioners  of  the  Cufloms  in  England,  and  fhall  fhall  he  under 
be  paid  out  of  any  Duties  of  Cuftoms  under  the  Management  of  the  faid  lfe^*j}aSe- 
Commiffioners,  upon  a  Certificate  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  fuch  pro-  Commifikm- 
per  Officer  as  aforefaid,  that  Oath  hath  been  made  before  him  that  all  the  ers  of  Cuf- 
faid  Fifh  had  been  taken  and  cured  by  His  Majefly's  Subjects  carrying  on  toms  m 
the  faid  Fifhery  at  Newfoundland  or  the  Coafl  of  Labrador,  as  the  Cafe  may  En8,andj 
be,  mentioning  the  Is'ame  of  the  Ship  and  the  Time  when  the  faid  Fifh  - 
was  imported,  together  with  the  Name  of  the  Importers  or  Proprietors 
thereof;  and  alfo  that  Oath  had  been  made  before  him  that  fuch  Fifh  was  ds 
merchantable,  and  appears  to  fuch  Officer  to  be  duly  entitled  to  the  Bounty  Tad: 
granted  by  this  Act ;    and  further,  that  the  Quantity  or  Weight  thereof 
does  not  exceed  the  Quantity  or  Weight  contained  and  expreffed  in  the 
Manifefl  of  the  Ship  or  VefTel  in  which  fuch  Fifh  was  imported  into  the

How  Bounty  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  Bounty  upon  the  Iroporta- 
ftiallbepaid  tion  of  fuch  Fifh  fliall  be  paid  and  allowed  in  fuch  and  the  like  Manner 
and  allowed.  an(j  uncjer  fucn  ancj  tne  like  Conditions,  Rules,  Regulations,  Reftrictions, 
Penalties,  and  Forfeitures,  as  any  Bounties  on  the  Importation  of  the  Pro- 
duce of  the  Britifl)  Fifheries  may,  by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Parliament  now  in 
force,  be  paid  and  allowed,  fo  far  as  the  fame  are  applicable  thereto;  and 
the  feveral  Claufes,  Powers,  and  Directions  therein  contained  mail,  and 
are  hereby  directed  and  declared  to  extend  to,  and  (hall  be  reflectively  ap- 
plied, practifed  and  put  in  Execution,  for  or  in  refpect  of  the  Bounty 
hereby  allowed,  as  far  as  the  fame  are  applicable  thereto,  in  as  full  and 
ample  a  Manner,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes  whatever,  as  if  all  and  every 
the  laid  Claufes,  Provifions,  Powers,  Directions,  Penalties,  and  Forfeitures 
were  particularly  repeated  and  re-enacted  in  the  Body  of  thisprefent  Act. 

Continuance  aH,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  fhall  continue  in  force 
•f  Act.        until  tt>e  Fuft  Day  of  Augujl  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eight.
